The members of Greystone Rail have been making music together since the early sixties when they were all 
employees of the Gransom Ironworks in Centerdale, RI. As indebted as they were o the Gransom Company 
Store, their only affordable form of entertainment was picking and singing popular Bluegrass and Country 
music. Mostly they dreamed of someday leaving Centerdale on the only train that passed through the remote 
town, the Greystone Line.  Experiencing Lizzie’s soulful renditions of bluegrass, country, and contemporary 
acoustic music coupled with her boys’ spirited arrangements always make for a show that’s more fun than a 
spoonful o’ bees.  

Formed in 1983, Brass Attack is a nine-piece band featuring four horns, a rhythm section, and five lead vocalists - one female and four male - performing 
classic hits from the 1930's up to today!

James Brown, Van Morrison, The Temptations, Sting, The Four Tops, Tom Petty, Santana, 
Blood Sweat and Tears, and Aretha Franklin, among many others in our wide-ranging, 
crowd-pleasing repertoire.

Formed in 1990, Black & White has become Rhode Island's premiere swing-blues / roots rock & roll act. For 
over two decades the band has performed thousands of municipal concerts, festivals, and live club venues 
throughout New England. Quite uniquely, the group uses a rotating roster of notable frontmen including Dave 
Howard (Roomful of Blues), Gary Gramolini (John Cafferty & Beaver Brown Band), Chris "Stovall" Brown, Eric 
Fontana (Clarence Clemons Band), Ted Stevens, and many others.  

This 6-piece powerhouse band delivers a mix of Blues, Soul, R&B and Jazz with boundless energy and outstanding musicianship. It is the alter-ego of Jazz vocalist, Tish 
Adams.  Musically, their loyal fans say they are even stronger. There are two new faces in the line-up now. Gene “Gino” Rosati (guitar) and Alex Chapman (drums). 
With her talented new friends, Tish Adams (vocals), and fellow founding members, Willie Myette (keyboard), Joe Potenza (bass) and Art Manchester (sax) are still 
serving up those BLUZ U CAN USE.
